packers. Likewise, the haste of Swift 
& Co. and 21 other packing firms to 
secure a drastic injunction against 
picketing 
Judge Denis Sullivan, who 


issued the injunction, declared that in 
Illinois there is no such thing as

PARIS, Dec. 13.—A $1,000,000,000 


loan, guarnateed by all German cus- 
toms and at 7 per cent interest, may 
be issued, with the approval of the 
allies, to asstst Germany with her in- 
demnity payments, it was learned to- 
day from a reliable source. 


The inter-allied reparations commit- 


tee is said to have reached an accord 
| with the allied governments regard- 
ing the note. 
The date of issuance 


was not revealed. 


"Under present plans the loan runs 


for 50 years. A limited number of the 
bonds will bo offered to each former 
enemy power, each allied nation and 
a number of the wealthiest of the 
neutrals 
If the loan is fully sub- 


scribed it would be considered equiva- 
lent to payment of German indemnity 
for two years 
The money obtained 


from sales of bonds would be distrib- 
uted just as the German indemnity is 
proportioned. 


The loan would he known as the in- 


ternational 7 per cent. 
About one- 


eighth or l-10th of the proceeds of the 
loan would be put to use immediately 
liquidating the German indemnity in- 
stallments due January 15 and Feb- 
ruary 15.

He was a constant and pa- 
tient worker for its interests.

Burn Corn In Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Dec , 13—The claim 


that it is more economical (o burn 
coal than to burn com n 
Ohio is 


made by rural economists and stock- 
men at Ohio State Unhoisity. com- 
menting upon the alleged statement 
by I. S. Secretary of Agiiculture Wal- 
lace that corn at twenty cents a bush 
el is as economical a fuel as coal at 
$10 a ton. 


"In Ohio most corn is selling for be- 


tween twenty-two and thirty cents a 
bushel, and our nearness tn (be coal 
fields is holding coal around ?S a ton." 
declared J. I Falconer, head of the 
Department of Rural Economics, who 
said Secretary Wallace's figures ap- 
pear to refer lo States farther west. 


Even if Ohio prices \\ere to reach 


the levels quoted in Secretary Wal- 
lace's statement it would bo bad farm- 
ing to burn corn, according to Paul 
Gerlaugh, extension specialist in ani- 
mal husbandry. 
"Live stock can use 


the grain to far betier profit," Prof. 
Gerlaugli indicated. "Corn fed to hogs 
is worth about sivty-fi\e 
cents 
a 


bushel, 
when 
fed to a 
beef calf, 


eighty-nine cents; to a yearling, fifty- 
eight cents, and to a two-year-old, 
forty-three cents per bushel. That is 
considerably more than it is worth as 
fuel."

UNDER the above caption the Wall Street Journal counters 
with an uppercut, the blow being aimed at those who are pro- 
testing against the burning of corn in the West for fuel while 
millions in Russia are dying of famine. We are reminded by 
the Journal that tropical fruits rot on the ground for lack of 
transport to markets. 
"Where both corn and coal are neces- 
sities," it observes, "it does not make much difference whether 
we turn the corn into units of heat in one way or another—in 
our own alimentary furnace or in that which the farmer uses 
to provide heat for his stock and family." 


Is that so? We were under the impression that corn could 


be eaten, but that coal would be rather hard to digest. Clinging 
to this rather unique view, we further assert that it makes a 
great deal of difference in a famine region whether the "units 
of heat" available are in the form of fuel or corn. If a famine- 
stricken man is to choose between the two he would not hesi- 
tate to choose the corn, for the very good reason that it provides 
not only physical nourishment but "alimentary" heat as well. 
He cannot get both from coal. 


Sandy McPherson's cow does not serve as an answer either. 


Sandy informed the laird that he "gie'd four pun for that coo," 
whereupon he was informed by the laird that he could get 
"thirteen pun" for it in Glasgow. Sandy answered that "If I 
had Loch Lomond in hell I could sell it for a shillin' a pint!" 
With this story the journal of steel piety leaves the matter, con- 
fident that the last word has been said. 
t 


But it may be further observed that the reason why Sandy 


could not collect "thirteen pun" for the "coo" in Glasgow was 
the cost of transportation. The reason why the Russians starve 
for the corn that is being burned,in the West is due to that sys- 
tem of production and distribution which is not maintained for 
human welfare, but for the profitable gains of big property 
owners. If the world were organized on the basis of human 
needs and comfort, coal wo\ild be burned in the West and corn 
•would find its way to the regions of scarcity. 
I 


The farmer of the West does not burn corn because he 
wants to any more than the Russian dies of famine because he 
•wants to. Both are thwarted because international distribution 
of the world's goods is organized for pecuniary gain for the few 
rather than for service for the many. Even Sandy McPherson's 
"coo" might grasp this, tho we would never expect the Wall 
Street Journal to admit it. 


order that they may use the money with which their American 
obligations could otherwise be paid to continue their great mili- 
tary establishments for the purpose of fighting each other. In 
other words, their love of militarism and war is greater than 
their sense of honor. Their petty ?.nd senseless quarrels mean 
more to them than the national good faith. 


We are not discussing here the ' advisability of America's 


cancellation of her allied obligations. It may or may not be a 
good thing. 
But to do so before Europe has cut down her mili- 


tary machines to the extent that her income will be sufficient to 
meet her legitimate governmental expenses, including debts and 
interest, would be to make a ghastly farce of the war and the 
principles which the youth of Amei'ica were led to believe they 
were fighting for. 


If complete disarmament were accepted by Europe still would 


that not be enough. The question of German 
reparations 


always involves the whole of the allied debts and this, in turn, 
involves the payment to us. H it ends in wholesale cancella- 
tions America would at least be assured that the mone'y thus 
f-aved to Europe should not be used in .future wars against us. 


In truth, if Europe sincerely accepted the principle of genuine 


disarmament we would not li .r so much about her inability to 
pay the debts incuiTed in the last war. But if Europe should 
accept disarmament in good fnilh, then indeed, could America 
afford to accept tne tremendous sacrifice which cancellation 
would imply. 
But to sanction the wiping out of our claims 


against Europe without genuine disarmament would be raadnesd 
on our part.

Canceling The Allied Debts 


is no separating any phase of the European situation, 


•L new boundaries, disarmament, reparations or any other 
of the innumerable train of questions which have arisen out of 
the world war, from the question of all the allied debts. 


The mutual cancellation of these debts to each other has be- 


come a burning issue in Europe. 
Great Britain, while protest- 


ing she will pay her debt in full to us, declares she will cancel 
all debts due her from the Allies. 
British leaders argue that 
they favor this, not from any philanthropic motives, but because 
they expect Great Britain to profit from it by the preferential 
trade position which that course will give her. 


It is not to be doubted that the shrewd British financiers, if 
they ultimately decide on this course, know in advance what 
they are doing. If the French, Belgian and Italian obligations 
to England ar« forfeited voluntarily by the latter, it may be 
taken for granted that beforehand she has arranged trade rela- 
tions which will keep British factories running steadily for many 
decades. 


On the other hand there can be noted in this country for many 


weeks past the beginning of a propaganda looking to a cancella- 
tion of all the debts due us or an indefinite postponement of pay- 
ment of both principal and interest which -\\ould amount to*a 
cancellation in the end. As long ago as last spring tho unquali- 
fied prediction was made in this column that 
the nations of 


Continental Europe would never pay their debts to us and at that 
time had no intention of doing so. 


The proposal now is, in effect, that we shall tax ourselves to
